The voter will 
have to seek some other method for 
showing his principles, He may vote bis 
principles b] putting a oroes in the circle 
ou a ballot. lie oan do the same by 
leaving the ciich alone, and making a 
cross in eaob Hquare. Ue can make A 
fool of liimttlf by putting a orota in the 
cirolo to show bla principles, and then 
attempt to vote for the candidates of 
another party 11111 get hi9 ticket in such 
couditiou thai it cannot be counted, and 
thus lose his vote for his folly. 


Only One More Day. 


It is only one more daynutil the voters 


of Decatur township will be called upon 
to express their will at the polls by on 
almost entirely new style ot ballot. 
In 


addition to exercising tbe rights and 
duties of American citizens in electing 
by vote tbe officers who shall, for tbe next 
year, have charge of the uffaira of the 
township, the voters will have an oppor- 
tunity to try their skill at exercising 
their duties under this new method, and 
by so doing will prepare tbemielvsr, by 
actual experience, for the graver duties 
next fall, of the general election. 


In this sonee, tbe polls to-morrow will 


be a school for the voters. As the BE- 
rrjDMOAN has repeatedly said, however, 
the voter will Bnd no difficulty In voting 
correctly it he will observe two simple 
provisions of tbe law. First: If be de- 
sires to vote a straight tioket all he need 
do is to put a cross In the circle on the 
left of the name of hie parly, fold his 
ticket and vote it. Second: If he wants 
to "split," or "scratch" his ticket, leave 
the circle alone and pot a cross in tho 
square to the left of each of tbe candi- 
dates for whom he desires to vote, fold 
his ticket and vote. 


The voter who follows these I.wo simple 


rules will have no trouble, atd neither 
his ballet nor any part of it will be Irst, 
bat tbe voter who attempts to follow the 
more complicated methods of "splitting" 
or "scratching" a ticket, will commit 
many errors that will give the judges 
much trouble and lose to tbe voter nmch 
of his power, 


Tho Law. 


There leemi to be some misapprehen- 


sion as to the law relating to judges and 
clerks for tbe town election. 
The old 


aw relating to township organiz itions 
provides for tbe appointment ot three 
ndges tor eaob voting precinct or dis- 
tiiot. The legislature, in 1889, psssed a 
law relating to clerks, providing M fol- 
lows: • 


The JodgM of •Isttloo, in Unto rwpec- 


tive precincts, tball cause two persons 
having similar qualifloationsjwitu them- 
selves, to act as olerka of such election, 
and said judges and clerks shall conduit 
such election us nearly as may be in ac- 
cordance with the general election laws 
ot this state BO far as applicable. 


Among the new duties imposed by the 


new election law on these judges and 
clerks or election is tbe following: 


Any voter who may declare upon oath 


that he cnnnot ruact tbe English lan- 
guage, or that by reason ot any physical 
disability he is tumble to mark his bal- 
lot rhall npon request, be assisted ID 
marking hie ballot by two of the election 
tfU-jero of different political parties, to 
be svlroted from the judges and clerks of 
the pracmot in whiou ttiey are to aut, to 
be detonated by the jtttlyes of election 
ot each precinct ul Hid opening ot the 
polls.

A new road bed that is attracting con- 


siderable attention has been invented by 
Mr. W. W. Baird of Normal. Following 
is a description of the design by the 
advocate. Stringers ot four by six inch 
oak are laid on either side of the road 
bed and are clamped together by iron 
braces every s'x feet. A corner is sawed 
out ot these stringers to receive an iron 
rail or truck three inches wide and one- 
half icch thick with a halt-inch beveled 
edge to keep wagons from running off 
the road bed. These are twenty-four 
feet long, with breaking joints in the 
center ot each alternate stringer. The 
space between these stringers will be 
paved with brick, six and one-holt ot 
which will exactly fill the space. Only a 
single track is necessary and wagons can 
turn on and off at pleasure and without 
inconvenience. This road oan be built 
for 84,000 a mile of the very best iron 
and wood materials and it will last a 
generation with but UUle expenses tor 
repairs. Tbe present agitation for good 
permanent roads bas developed many 
plans, and this one will bear a thorough 
investigation on account of its cheapness 
practicability and durability.

THE LOSSES ESTIMATED AT $3,600,000 


Sixty-Five Thousand Bales of Cotton 


and One Hundred and Eighty-Five 


Houses, Covering Eleven Blocks 


Destroyed—A Third Alarm. 


NEW ORLRAXS, April 4.—New Orleans 


was visited yesterday by two of the 
fiercest fires in the 
city's history. 


Eleven blocks of buildings wore de- 
stroyed, involving- n, loss of $8,000,000. 
Both fires were the result of cureless- 
ness, and would luive been trivial but 
for the extreme diyness which was the 
result of a long- drought, a liig-li wind 
and the inadequacy of the fire depart- 
ment. The latter was reorganized in 
January from the volunteer to the paid 
department system, and the number of 
firemen was reduced aljout nine-tenths. 


The first tire started about 10 o'eloek 


in a pile of cotton in front of the tire- 
proof compress at the corner of Robin 
and Front streets. Home one threw a 
lighted cigarette i" the pile, \\hieli in a. 
few moments was burning fiercely. 
The names quickly ate their way into 
the compress building1 where 
12,500 


bales of cotton were stored. The air 
was soon filled with masses of burning 
cotton, which communicated, tin- flames, 
to the adjacent structures. The ship- 
per's cotton press, where HI),000 bales of 
cotton were stored, was the next to go. 
and the Orleim? compress,with «5,000 
bales, followed. 


While the iiremen were combating 


the flames in the Orleans compress the 
walls suddenly gave way, and ('apt. 
Dupree, J.ieut. Shaw and Vipeman Itor- 
tleaux wore buried in the ruins. All 
were seriously and possibly fatally in- 
jured. 


'The Independent cotton yards were 


next engulfed, and the fire covered an 
area of five squares. The Baldwin agri- 
cultural works and the Louisiana rice 
mills, four squares distant, were ignited 
by masses of burning cotton which tilled 
the air, l>ut after u hard fight both 
buildings wore saved \\ ithonl, serious 
loss. 


A panic prevailed in the vicinity of 


the tire, which was close to the rosi<lriiee 
district, and people living mmiv block" 
distant began ileeiir^ tor thoir li\ es, 
leaving their beUm»in»s except w h a t 
they eouhl gather up in their haste. 


There were also destroyed in the cot- 


ton district several minor buildings 
The New Orleans vinegar factory was 
completely destroyed, involving a loss 
on the stock of $10,000. A frame bar- 
room. It'll* Front street, w;is ru/ul. At 
321 South Front, street. :i twostoiy 
brick building w:is entirely destioved. 
No. ;m Front si reel, a two-story brick 
residence was damaged considerably, 
as was ,U5 and TIT Front stivi t, build- 
in »** of the same ch.inictcr.
